Lehi had of the rod of iron, the fountain of waters and 
the tree of life. He then was shown the Savior minister- 
ing to the people and John the Baptist preparing the way 
before Him. He witnessed the Savior’s baptism and 
receipt of the Holy Ghost. (1 Nephi 11:27) He saw the 
twelve called by the Lord. He observed the sick healed 
and devils and unclean spirits cast out of the people by 
the power of the Lamb of God. He then was shown the 
trial of the Savior and saw him judged of the world and 
then he said, “I saw that He was lifted up upon the cross 
and slain for the sins of the world.” (1 Nephi 11:33) 
This is the time of the year that we celebrate the 
birth of the Savior of the world. We are the only peo- 
ple on the face of the earth that have an understanding 
of what that really means. Ultimately, as was quickly 
shown to Nephi, the important and all encompassing 
nt of His life was his death and atonement for the 
sins of the world and His resurrection three days later. 
It was the reason He had condescended to come to this 
earth. It is not just a part of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
it is the gospel. 





President Gordon B. Hinckley said this about this 
event in history: “When all is said and done, when all 
of history is examined, when the deepest depths of the 
human mind have been explored, there is nothing so 
wonderful, so majestic, so tremendous as this act of 
grace.” Hugh Nibley said that this event was, “the one 
supreme reality of our life upon this earth.” It all 
began with his birth, which the world celebrates, but 
most without the full “gospel” in their lives. Our role 
is to give our Father in Heaven’s children an under- 
standing of Jesus Christ, that He died, was buried, and 
rose again the third day, and ascended into heaven. In 
order for us, as missionaries, to do this we must have 
the same understanding as Nephi and be able to teach 
it with clarity and, most importantly, with the power 
of the Spirit. 

Obedience, hard work and faith lead to the ability to 
teach and testify by the Spirit. Obedience for mission- 
aries is all important. Mission rules, for us, become 
the way the Lord wants us to live the will of the Lord 
as it pertains to us. Too often we may find ourselves 
criticizing mission rules and pushing their limits be- 
cause we prefer things be done in our way. We must 
learn the meaning of James 4:4, “Know ye not that the 
friendship of the world is enmity with God? Whoso- 
ever therefore will be a friend of the world is the en- 
emy of God.” 

We cannot have one foot in the world and one in the 
mission and truly teach, testify and have the spirit wit- 
ness to our investigators. If we truly want to lead our 
investigators to the true spirit and meaning of Christ- 
mas, may we be strictly obedient and leave this world 
behind us. We love you for your hard work, obedience 
and happiness in the work of the Lord. We pray that 
our Lord’s Spirit may be your constant companion and 
that the true spirit of Christmas may bless you forever.
